Procram Note: 


In the time of the First Republic Napoleon saw himself on the ancient Roman 
patterns. In Promenade we see the First Consul as a satyr, and the ladies of 
Josephine’s court as nymphs. Hercules is a bullying general and Venus as the aging 
wife of Adonis, a man-about-town. 

Ever so often a dance which seems to blast the foundations of politeness con- 
quers our polite society. A century ago the rage was the waltz. In contrast to the 
grave minuet where partners scarcely touched finger-tips which was the character- 
istic form of the 18th century court life, the waltz, following hard on the heels of 
the French Revolution, was indeed a violent dance. It plunged the dancers into 
delirious moyement, worst of all into each other’s very arms. 

Maurice Ravel’s suite is in the noble and sentimental atmosphere of every epoch 
of the waltz, from the Empire down to the shattered melody of the city on the Blue 
Danube.

The station is emptied and Mac, finding himself 
alone again, spreads his tabloid and turns on his radio, waiting for whatever will 
turn up next.
